You 
might as well tell people to stop any 
other indulgence, which in sinless mod- 
eration is right, and in sinful indulgence 
of any kind is wrong Smoking is not a 
sin because Cieneral C,rant killed himself 
by excessive use of cigara. 

".\nybody who knows human nature 
and knows how laborers live in this city 
will not lie willing, I take it, to assume

.111(1 depriving thousands of sober, hard- 
working uieii of their right to procure 
their beer for daily meals. 

"The sin of auMe muat l>e stopped. 
The abuse aMHt be ahwHahetl. Stroug 
drink cost more money than bread and 
clothing every year. Strong drink is the 
most fruitful cause of sin in the world 
to-day. These two slatements are suffi- 
cient to make reasonable inenlioth sober 
and .serious The situation, then, seems 
to be thia: A gift ol God haa come by a 
large aumher of, if not by the majontv, 
of people in this day to be grossly 
abused.

If a man looks at 
new fallen and unstained snow and says 
it is as black as tar. or say of the multi- 
plication table that it is a tissue of lies 
from iH gginning to einl. all you can do in 
answer to such a man is to call him a 
fool. Thai is all that can be said for 
Re\ \"an dc Water. To ars;ne w ith such 
a man is merely throwing pearls before 
swine, and simpiv serves to gratify their 
hunger for notoriety: they lieing unable 
to achieve distinction in aii\ hiuiorable 
way.
